bones. And weexpeft better tidings from the New Arts of Bi-

hyn Mb origim, and have perpetually increafed by fiiipvv racks and 
tempefis* Excellent Volums do offer many Artifices for all occafi* 
ons and for afl humors ^ and great Ingeny's will have the wit, ra^ 
ther to chufe to be Matters and Inventors of a New and Ingenuous 
Artifice, than to ferve our ApprenticeOiip for that which is Vul- 
gar and proletary ; No Statute or Law prohibits aman to pradife 
an Inventi-n of his own in any Corporation, if it be for conimcn 
JIti'ity,and without fraud ; but one may not fet up a known Trade, 
till he hath ferved an Apprentictfliip.

J more priicukr Account of the k(i Eclipfe of the Moon, as it 
wasobfervedhy the Parifian j4/lrommers , a^d promised by us- 
in our former Nuiuba i u Er^giiMt out of the French journal 
f/ejScavan.s. 
'J Ai^^^yy 1 1^*1 ^7 5- abontfivea clock 12 mm. in the Evening, m 
I the Royal Obfervatory, UXafflm, htFicard^ and hiJUemer^ 
began to perceive, that the Oriental part of the Moon, bylitt'e 
and little loft its lights fo that at 5 h. 2^, they faw a man.fell: 
pemmbrs ; then at 5 ^. 3 . \ 50^', the limb over againfl the Spot 
called Bevelmsgttw fo dark, that they a^l agreed, that th:s was the 
true beginning of the Eclipfe. They fav/ yec the Tittle Spot Kic^ 
mli, vvhichdifappeared not till 15'. after; and fo the Shadovv^ ad- 
vanced from fpot to-fpot unto the other oppofite limb of the 
Moon^ according to theorder belov; particularized, 
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Before the Moon was almoft altogether immerfed into the Sha- 
dow of the Earth , there appeared not any fenfible Light in the 
part Eciipfed, as well by reafonoF the brightnefs of the other 
pare yet remaining to be darkened, as of feme little Mift then 
being about the Moon. But that Mift being difpelled, the Moon 
totally Eclipfed looked of a colojr red-brown. The Eaflern 
part, which was obfcured firO:, appeared at firft more duskifli 
than theother , and its blacknef^ increafed according as the Moon 
entred more and more into the Shadow of the Earthy but a while 
afcer, the fame biackoefs paf. d to the other fide of the Moon , fo 
that the Weftern part became in its turn to be of a redifh colour^ 
browner and darker ihan the oiher. 

At S h^ j\ the Limb thar is about the Spot Crimaldi^ and which 
was then next the Horizon, began to clear up : Which m.ade one of 
the Obfervers believe, that it was the beginning of the Eiuerfion* 
But, the whitenefs of this Limb not being then yet great enough, 
the two other Obfervers pdgtd this return of Clearnefs a little 
later, the oneat %k 8'. and theotherat %h. <)\ 30"^ Yet having 
in the fequel , a regard to the time of the difcovery of the 
firfl Spots that came after, th^y all efteemed the firft Emerfion to 
have been at 8 ^. 8'. And this flaews what is to be expefled from 
the Eel i pfes of the Moon for the determination of the Longitudes, 
when the Obfervers do content themfelves barely to remark the 
beginning and the end of the Eclipfe. 

During thegreateft Obfcuration, viz. at 7 ^. 2 1'. the Southerri 
Limb of the Moon was come clofe to a fmall Star, of the number 
of thofe that cannot be feen without a Telefcopej which w^as 
compar'd with the Moon , by taking itsdiftances from the Moon 
and the Shadow before the total Immerfion , and afterward until 
the firfl: Immerfion \ with a defign , by means thereof to find the 
Parallax of the Moon. A little after the beginning cf the Emer- 
fion, w^ at 8 h.^'.2o\ another Sfar,yet lefs than thef-^rmer^ came 
out at the darkelt, fide, aimcH: over againft ih^ Spot Lanirems \ 
which place was taken but robenearfo, becaufe then they could 
difcern nothing in that part, though they fav^ w^ell enough the 
v.^hole contour or compafs of the Moon. 

Lafti)% at9/A9'. 40^ a'l the three Obfervers agreed, that the 
Moon then came out of the Shado v ; but there remained a Fen- 
umbra^ which lafted for fometime after. 

The 
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The DumeUr of the Moon, being meafured before the Eclipfe, 
wasof 5i2^ 15". 'Tistrue, that when Ihe was wholly Eclipfed^ 
file was found lefs by feme Seconds than before the Eelipfe't But 
fince 'tis difficult to meafiire her in that State , there is reafon to 
doubt of this Obfervation. 

The times were noted by great Pendulum-Watches , that had 
beenadjuftedby the Sun the fame day, and that were afterwards 
verified I he next day: Befides, that before the Eclipfe at 4/^. 
45', i\ by the Watches, the Star Capella was 45 degrees high to- 
wards the Eaf];.
